For Prolomy 
King ofE pt, which had the famous Library, was tudi- 
ouſly inquifitiue to ſearch ourthe originall of all Nations 
and religions, and he found that the people of the Icwes 
was the moſt ancient, and har they onely had the moſt cer- 
taine and yndoudtred hiſtorie of the creation of the world : 
and therefore he ſent ynto them, to ſend to him from ITeru- 
ſalem ſeuenty men, by whoſe helpethe ſacred Bible mfght 
be tranflated out of Hebrew intotheir tongue, which was 
done accordingly. As alſo the Gentiles might haue know- 
ledge of this Meſfias,cither by acceſſe into the Iewiſh coii- 
crey, or by theaccefle of the Lenny into their countrey : as 
namely, by their long bondage in t,as alſo their long 
cop_— in Babylon, &c. But I conclude this matter thus: 
Sith the Prophets of both Tewes & Gentiles (thatis to ſay, 
the Prophets of all the world ) haue giuen full, plaine, and 
euident teftimonie of Teſus Chriſt, the Sonne of Ged,thar 
therfore his religion is the onely true religion, and all other 
tobercicted and deteſted. SS 
5 Thatreligion which is moſt anciemt,is the true religion 
(ran was firft, in ſo much as error is nothing elſe but 
the corruption of truth, or wandering from truth :)buc the 
_ religion whereof Chriſt is the Author, is the moſt ancient 
 (inas muchas Chriſt the author thereofis the moſt ancient 
of da ir pes: Sonne of God, as alſo becauſe heis te= 
Rified of by the Hebrew records, which are the moſt anci- 
ent writings inthe world :) &rgo, the Chriſtian religion is 
that which muſt needes bee the onely true religion in the 
world.For itis a true ſaying of Terrnllien,Verum quodpri- 
C 4 WH, 
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Tertul.contr+ muuon,quod poſterins adulterium eſt : That is true, whatſoener 

Prax, is firſt ; and hat is adulterate which is not the firſt, That the 
Hebrew records doeteſtifie and foreſhew Chrift to come, 
is declared beforejnrhe ſecond Chapter, and none can de. 
ryit. For he was promiſed to Adamthe firſt man that ever 
God made, vnder the name of the ſeed of the woman,thar 
ſhould breake the Serpents head: he was foretold eo Abra- 
ham, chat he ſhould come of his ſcede, in whom all the Na. 
tions of the earth ſhould be bleſſed. 

[acob foretold of him, calling him Sh:/o , and that hee 
ſhould be the expeCation of the Gentiles. God telleth X10- 
ſes of him, and foreſheweth to him, that he ſhould bee the 
Prophet, whoſe voyce all ſhould heare and obey,8&c. Con- 
fidering then that hee is come, and that hee is the yery ſame 
that was foretold by the writings of XZoſes,and by the He- 
brewrecords, which are the moſt ancient records inthe 
world, I conclude, that his Religion (whereof he is the au- 
thor) is the only true gn. | 

The antiquity of the Hebrew hiſtory to be long before 
all other,is acknowledged by the Heathen themſelues,and 
therefore I need not to prooue it : only this I ſay,that Eupe- 

Zuſeb.lib.to. lems and Exſebixs alſo doc ſay, that letters ( which arethe. 
depreper., beginning of words that ſhould bee written ) were firſt 
IG. found out by Xeſer, & by him deliuered to the Tewes , and 
thatthe Iewes taught them to the Phenicians, and that laſt 
the Grecians recciued them of the Phenicians : & there- 
ore the Hebrewes muſt needs be they, amongſt whom the 
firſt & moſt ancient records of the world were to befound, 
as Prolomy alſo King of Egypt did finde and affirme,and 
therefore made much of the Hebrew Scriptures. Now then, 
for as much as the Hebrew writings and hiftories be the 
moſt ancient, they muſt alſo needes be fuppoſed true, in as 
much as in themſclues they all agreein a ſweete harmonie, 
and noother records are able to diſproue them : yea,ifmen 
will be ſo incredulous as to doubt.of Moſes hiftory(becauſe 
- tisſo ancient) why may they not (with as good reaſon al- 
fo) doubt of any other hiſtorie which is ancient, and =_ 
before their times? But becauſe ſome are of ſolintle A; 
ale 
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(alchough the hiftory doe ſufficiently giue credit to it ſelfe) 

et for betrer ſetthng oftheir minds'in this dehalfe, I will 
briefly ſhew, that even the heathen' Hiftoriographers and 
writers doe confirme the ſame, that ſo the credit and reue- 
rence due vnto Moſer may bereſerued, & wicked tongues 
that barke againfthim may be ſtopped. The very heathen 
and profane writers themſclues that ſpeake of TMoſes,

ſer hiſtory, but is enforced to confeſle (according to the hi- 
Rory written by Aſoſes ) that after there were botches and 
ſwelling fores ſent into the land of Egypt, which were 
noyſomeboth to men and beafts, the King of Egypt then 
tcooke order,thatthe people of the Hebrews ſhould go out 
of his land, and depart whither they ſhould be directed. 
Procogzus alſo mentioneth 7oſpna, the ſonne of Nan, Moſes 
fucceſtor,and faith, that the people of Phcenica, for feare of 
Toſbma, and of theIſaclites,leftrheir owne Countrey,and 
departedinto Aﬀricke : hee mentioneth likewiſe the Iebu- 
fites, Gergefites,and the other people named in the ſacred 
| Bible.Orphens,one of the moſt ancient writers next to Ado= 
. ſes, and an heathen, doth mention the two Tables of tone 
wherein the law of God was written,and wiſheth moreo- 
uer, all ſuch as bee ſtudious of yertue, tolearneout of his 
yerſes divine knowledge :Whereby (faith he) they ſball vn- 
derfland & know the Anther of the world , which is one God, 


which created all things, cheriſheth all things, nouriſpeth all 


things, who is not ſeen with moFtaldeyes, but is perceined on- 
ty by the minde : which doth no hurt to mortal men,in ſomnch 
as heis the catſer and procurer of all good things. Further- 
morehe addeth, rhar no natural manhath ſcene God at any 
time, except only a certaine moſt godly old man that came of 
. the Caldeans( vis. Moſes. ) Atlaſt hee concludeth with 
. this ſaying; That he had learned theſe things ont of the mo- 
wenents which Godin times paſt had delinered intwa tables of

And heeallea- 
geth one Leodemnr, who (2 hee ſaith) liued with Ado/er, 
and wrotethe ſelfe-ſame things as Hoſes did: and with 
theſe alſo do concurre Theodorus a moſt ancient Poer, Ar 
tabanns & Philon,Genriles. And therefore itis manifeſt that 
Afoſes hiſtory (as alſo all the reft of the ſacred & canonicall 
Scriptures) is no fable or fained matter ( asthe deuill wonld 


make ys belecue ) but a true, certaine,and moſt yndoubted 
hiſtory 
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hiſtoric in all points. All which marters be ſufficiently and 
ſubſtantially ſhewed alſo cuen bythe Heathens writings, 
which are too tedious to bebere rehearſed, . 

But the great wonders and miracles which Moſes did, 
being acknowledged to bee done not by his ewne power, 
but by the power of God, doe ſufficiently giue credit vato 
him: of i and of whoſe as doe beare witnefſe, nor 
onely the forenamed ( eſpecially Artabavnc in his booke 
of the Jewes) but many other alſo (eſpecially Expolema:) 
out of whom Pohyhiſtor reciteth very long narrations of the 
wonderfull and ftrange things done by Aofes in E 
Yea, the miracles d8ne by him, the greateft cfba's., an 

Aption lib g. v3 he bad in the world, that is, Appioxin his fourth booke 
contra Iudeos, againſtthe Iewes,and Porphyrie in his fourth booke againſi 
Porph.1.4.aduer- the Chriſtians doe confefle. And Porphyrie adioyneth more 
ſu Chriftiaz. for proofe thereof, namely, that hee found the tame things 
confirmed by the ſtorie of one Sacontarhon a Gentile, who 
liued (as hee ſaich) at the ſame time with Aoſes: bur all 
thoſe miracles (ſay thoſe two his great enemies) were done 
by Art Magicke, and not bythe power of God. Bur fiſt, 
where could Xoſes, a ſimple ſhepheard , learne ſomuch 
Magicke? Or why could not then the great Magicians of 
Egypt either doe the like, or at leaſtwiſe deliuer them-

fince their ſtudie wasin ArtMagick from their infancie \ 
Exod.s 19. yea, why did they cry out, The er of God ts heere » When 
they could not doe as hee did? Orletthem anſwere why 
Pharaoh King of Egypt did ſpeake to Moſes and Aaron, 
Exod8.9.10, Taying » Pray yee vnto the Lord, that he may take away the 
11,0c. - frogs from me, and frons my people. His great Magicians be-. 
like could nor doc it; yea, heſignificth in that ſpeech, that 
none can doe it but God; yea, and thatneither oſes nor 
Aaron could doe it any otherwiſe then by praying ynto 
God.

So when Mak 
chie prophecied, that Ehas ſhould come, hee meant not that

1s fulfilled, when the thing prophecied is come to paſle, and 
that is done which was ſpoken, Hee is not a Prophet that 


beares the name of a Prophet, but he that hath the ſpirit and 


power, and doth the office of a Prophet. But if your name 
be Elias, why were you not ſo called from your birch?if you 
be Elias at all,you are Elas aſwell at one time as at another. 
Elizabeth could net chuſe but call her ſonne John. Marie 
was warned before ſhe was deliuered,tocall her fruit /eſw. 
Your Angell ſpeakes to none but to your ſclfe, Makes God 
Prophets in ſuch ſecret ? The Holy Ghoſt lightech vpon 
Chriſt in the likenefſe of a Doue , that /ohn might ſee and 
beare witnefſe:Pan/ was ſtricken down tothe ground in the 
fight of all his companions : a voyce came from heauen that 
the people heard, and Ieſus anſwered, This voyce was not - 
becauſe of me,but for your ſakes : but of this Angell I may 
ſay,he which intendeth evill hateth light.Bur /obn ſaid, ] am 
not Elias; be ſaid well , for Elias was taken yp into heauen, 
and nothing was prophecied to come againe, but one i % 

pirit- 
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ſpirit and power of E/iar, (asT haue proved before)and this ' 
was /ohn;but hee would not call himſclfe Ekas, nor ſay hee 
came in the ſpirit & power of Elias, thongh Ged had giuen 
him both his ſpirit and power. This was /obrs modeſtie, to 
humble-himſclfe,'as'Chrift aduanced him: ſo hee ſaid, I am 
not a Prophet, and yer he was a Prophet, and more then a 
Prophet. Thou child (fairh his Father)ſhilr be called a Proe r,4e;. 
phet of the higheſt.So little /ohr reſpeRed the name of Elias 
or of a Propher.But are the Prophets of the old Teſtament, 
or the Prophets of the new Teſtament to be fulfilled in our 
daies?I thought the Prophets had determined about Chrift, 
and that Chriſt had propbecied of ys:thus S. Pas/ taught the xe, ii. 
Hebrews before E/has came:hold faſt Elas,for if this be true, 
| thy kingdome is but ſhort, But I come neerer ynto you, do 
you beleeue 2s S, /ohr, as a Prophet, or as an Apoſtle ? then 
oi can ſhew me your faith by your workes. Theſe tokens Mare 16. 
faith Chriſt, ſhall follow them that belceve : they ſhall caſt 
our deuils in my name,they ſhall ſpeake with tongues, they 
ſhall driue away Serpents: if they drinke poyſon it fhall nor 
hurt them, and they ſhall heale che ficke, by laying on their 
hands,' If you cannot doe all theſe,or\none of theſe, then TI 
may beleeue as well as Ehas : (hall he that is full of the holy Ze 1,15, 
Ghoſt be vnable to yeeld one token of faith?hold faſt Elias. 
But whether you be a true Prophet or a falfe , yet you ſhall 
haue power to caſt out Deuills, for the falſe Prophets ſhall 
come ynto mee (faith Chrift)and ſhall ſay, We have caſt our Matt. 7.22. 
deuils in chy name.Bur if thou be bur a petifogger,and have 
no cunning, but ſet a face on things, then'take heed how you 
adiure theſe ſpirits,leſt they turne ypon you againe,and ſay, 
Ieſus I know,& Elias I know, but who art thou? Truly Elias 
make account of this,thatwhomſocuer thou ſcrueſt,the fame 
ſhal pay to thee thywages. Yet alictle neerer toyou:you ask 
your brother,asT read ina peece of letter, ynder your name, 
IfI be a falſe Prophet,whar'falſe doQrine have T taught?in- 
deed if you were the Prophet of God, the holy Ghoſiſhould 
ſpeake within you, and the ſpirit of truth ſhould lead you 7obn is.
